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Michigan Delegates 
To Be Older, Richer

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Michigan's 133 delegates to the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion are older than delegates of 
four years ago, highly educated 
and well paid. For the first 
time, half are women. 


The delegates, and 71 alter- 


nates, were chosen to reward 
campaigners and 
top-level 


Democrats for their work and 
party devotion. 


In New York City next week, 


they are not experted to jar the 
juggernaut of Jimmy Carter, 
who appears to have the 
Democratic nomination sewed 
up. 


But the makeup of the 


delegation shows who have been 
the movers in the party, and in 
primary 
campaigns, 
in 


Michigan. This year's delega- 
tion also portrays Democrats, 
who like to think of themselves 
as representing "the common 
man,'1 as somewhat better 
heeled than the stereotypes 
would have you believe. 


About 49 per cent of the 


delegates have family incomes 
of more than 129,000, while only 
five persons make less than 
$10,000, according to an As-

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ADC Recipients 
May Have To Work 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state will use 


private employment agencies to help find jobs 
for recipients of Aid to Dependent Children 
under a pilot program in Oakland County. The, 
.program, totally financed by a $204,940 federal 
grant, will begin within the next six months, 
John Dempsey, director of the state Department 
of Social Services, said Friday. If It is success- 
ful, he said it will be expanded to other areas. 
The project is part of a backto-work movement 
for welfare recipients. The (1.8 billion social 
services budget on the governor's desk includes 
language directing the department to work with 
the Michigan Employment Security Commis- 
sion to find jobs for welfare recipients. The bill 
also penalizes any recipient who turns down an 
MESC job offer unless he or she has a child 


under age six and can't find adequate day care. 


Commenting on the Oakland County project, 


Dempsey said the large number of job openings 
listed with private agencies should increase the 
odds of matching ADC recipients with work 
tailored to their skills and experience. Using 
nationwide agencies, he said, could help reduce 
heavy unemployment zones by offering the 
widest possible range of job openings to clients 
interested in moving to other areas. And he said 
that over the long range, the cost of purchasing 
services from private employment agencies 
should be more than made up through the sav- 
ings in tax dollars that would otherwise have 
gone for welfare checks.

LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) — As good wishes swamp the 


switchboard and flowers flood her room, doctors say the next two 
days are crucial to Pat Nixon's recovery from a partially paralyzing 
stroke. Dr. John Lungren, the Nixon family physician, told a news 
briefing Friday that Mrs. Nixon, 64, is hot yet out of the "life- 
threatening" stage. 


"It seems more optimistic," 


he said, "but I would say the 
next 48 hours is an important 
time. We would hope that she 
would return to complete nor- 
mal function, but only time and 
observation arc going to give us 
the answer." 


Lungren said Mrs. Nixon still 


has weakness and some kiss of 
feeling in her left arm, left leg, 
and the tea side of her face. He 
said her speech remains slurred 
and she can walk only with as- 
sistance. 


Although the former First 


Lady is still partially paralyzed 
from the stroke, doctors siiy her 
blood pressure has returned to 
normal.

Detroit Police Fear 
Full-Scale Gang War 


DETROIT (AP) - Police say 


a full-scale gang war may be 
brewing on Detroit's east side in 
the wake of spreading gang 
violence and terrorism. 


Early Friday morning a 


group of east side youths who 
call themselves the Black 
Killers or BK's ambushed and 
shot members of a rival gang on 
an east side street comer. It was 
the sixth such shooting in the 
past week. 


The attack came only a few 


hours after police from a special 
gang unit had broken up a group 
of about 20 BK's who police said 
were massing for an attack on 
the rival Errol Flynns. 


Earlier Thursday, another 


group of 12 youths who iden- 
tified themselves as members of 
the Errol Flynns boarded a 
crowded city bus and terrorized 
its passengers police said. 


Sgt. Loren Wagner of the 


Police Gang Detail said officers, 
acting on information that 
members of the BK's were • 
preparing for an attack on the 
rival gang, moved in on a group 
gathering on a street corner 
Thursday night. 


One youth was seen carrying a 


handgun, and three adults and 
two juveniles were arrested, 
Sgt. Wagner said. 


Apparently undaunted by the 


arrests, a large group of BK's 
ambushed three members of the 
Errol Flynns as they stood 
about 1 a.m. Friday, sending 
three youths to the hospital with 
gunshot wounds, police said. No 
arrests have been made. 


Last Saturday five of the 


Errol Flynns were shot as they 
stood in a vacant lot in the same 
area of the city Sgt. Wagner 
said police tried to link the fixe 


BK's arrested Thursday with 
last week's ambush, but the 
wounded youths did not identify 
any of the BK's. 
. "What we run into all the time 
is a lack of cooperation from 
these people (gang members) 
even when they are the vic- 
tims," Wagner said. 


Police said a growing number 


of incidents have involved 
terrorizing 
of 
non-gang 


members, like Thursday night's 
harassment of passengers on a 
city bus. 


The bus, driven by a 27-year- 


old woman, picked up the group 


of 12 youths, who told pas- 
sengers they wwe Errol Flynns 
and began pushing, punching 
and verbally abusing elderly 
passengers, according to wit- 
nesses. 


One elderly man was thrown 


back and forth between two 
youths who demanded 
his 


money, said Helen Psahos, 65, 
one of the passengers. 


"It was so horrible," Mrs. 


Psahos said. "Women were 
screaming for the driver to stop 
and let them off the bus but 
these guys were blocking the 
doors." 


The driver finally was able to 


stopped the bus, and Mrs. 
Psahos and another woman 
pushed past the youths and ran 
to a police station to get help. 


But when officers caught up 


with the bus and boarded it, the 
youths denied harassing pas-. 
sengers and none of the pas- 
sengers would say what had 
happened, police said. 


"Those guys were still on the 


bus. 
The passengers were 


probably petrified and that goes 
for the driver, too," said George 
Gordon, city bus operations 
supervisor.

Their Corruption 


Is No Secret 


WASHINGTON - The voice 
at the other end of the line was 
that of a spokesman for one of 
the members of the graft-ridden 
House Administration Commit­ 
tee, a member who has been 
most critical of late of the 
operations of former chairman 
Wayne Hays (D-Ohio), now 
resigned not for his day - in - 
and - day - out hanky - panky 
with government funds, but 
rather because he has been ex­ 
posed as a sex liaison. 
“ Why didn’t your m an, an 
influential member of the com­ 
mittee, do something about the 
shady operations of that body 
last year?” 
“ He 
couldn't; 
Hays 
had 
evef^thing in his hands." 
“Why didn’t your man make 
an attempt to take things out of 
Hays’ hands and expose what 
was going on?” 
“ He couldn’t; th at’s not the 
way things run. Hays had all the 
power.” 
“ But your man was on the 
Oversight Subcommittee, which 
presumably looks at operations 
to determine whether things are 
being done according to law, or 
dishonestly.” 
“ Yes, but Hays was on that 
subcommittee, 
too, 
and 
he 
decided everything.” 
“ Why then didn’t your man 
protest?” 
“ He couldn’t.” 
“ Why?” 
“ You don’t understand; that 
isn’t the way things work.” 
Ix»t us fact* it. Everyone on the 
House Administration Commit­ 
tee knew how that comm ittee 
was run. And why it was run 
that way. Both the Democratic 
majority and the Republican 
minority knew. And so did the 
overwhelming m ajority of the 
mem bers of the 
House of 
Representatives, 
both 
Democrats and Republicans. 
Few men or women of either 
political party did anything 
meaningful about it. 
There were feeble gestures. 
The Republicans did submit an 
amendment — introduced by 
Robert Bauman (R-Md.) last 
year, that would have taken 
away much of the absolute 


power of the House Administra­ 
tion Committee. I’m not certain 
il would have changed things 
much. In any event, the amend­ 
ment wasn’t pushed with the 
enthusiasm one would have ex­ 
pected 
for so im portant 
a 
measure. Rather it became 
something of a political gambit. 
Some of the loudest voices 
today piously favoring reform, 
voted against reform just a year 
ago on May 21, 1975. When the 
amendment failed, there was 
much silence on Capitol Hill. No 
breast beating or wailing. And 
no alternate reform proposals — 
at 
least 
none 
which 
rose 
markedly visibly to the surface 
We know that even a sm all 
group of congressmen 
had 
wanted change, and if they had 
been willing to repeatedly ex­ 
pose the corruption of the House 
Administration Committee and 
the illegal practices connected 
with the expense accounts it 
controlled — on the floor of 
Congress, in reports to news­ 
men and in charges before the 
variety of official and private 
investigative bodies available — 
then the stink would have been 
so great something would hav e 
been done long before now. 
The problem, of course, is 
that too many congressmen 
profit from the corruption 
Thinly 
disguised 
cam paign 
literature is regularly sent out 
at public expense. Representa­ 
tives 
have 
systematically 
dipped into the stationery, pos­ 
tage and travel allowances for 
personal gain. Numbers have 
regularly turned in dishonest 
requests for payment for travel, 
sometimes collecting for trips 
they have not made,,for dis­ 
tances they did not cover and for 
trips furnished free by some 
special interest group. 
It has, for so long as I can 
recall, been open season in 
Congress 
for 
looting 
the 
Treasury. And all this was 
common 
knowledge 
in 
the 
House. 
Yet who was there who raised 
his voice — other than sym ­ 
bolically; so that he could prate 
of his honesty before consti­ 
tuents at home? 


Which Man Can 


Beat Carter? 


Whichever candidate emerges 
from the Republican Convention 
as the nominee, he will enter the 
general election as the underdog 
against .Jimmy Carter. 
It is therefore worthwhile to 
examine with some care the 
case Gerald Ford and Ronald 
Reagan camps are now urging 
upon wavering and uncomm it­ 
ted delegates — i.e., that their 
own man stands a better chance 
against Carter. 
Analysis 
of 
the 
prim ary 
results suggests that Ford's 
electoral strength is greatest in 
just those states most likely to 
go Democratic in November. 
Though Richard Nixon did 
carry the Northeast in 1972, los­ 
ing 
only 
M assachusetts, 
it 
nevertheless took a landslide of 
historic proportions to swing 
those states into the Republican 
column. The Northeast has been 
trending 
Democratic 
for 
a 
generation. 
Unless you believe that Ford 
can 
somehow 
fashion 
a 
landslide against C arter, you 
have to write off most of the 
Northeast 
and 
also 
Middle 
Atlantic. Quite possibly, Reagan 
would lose there by an even 
wider margin than Ford, but 
that would make no difference 
at all in terms of electoral votes. 
According to current polls, 
both Reagan and Ford now trail 
Carter by a wide margin in the 
South. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
liepubhcan hope lies in captur­ 
ing the “ most Republican” 
states of 1968 and 1972, and 
these lie in the South, South­ 
west, and West. The liberal 
Democratic establishm ent has 
been 
fortunate 
beyond 
its 
deserts in acquiring, against its 
will, a candidate who appeals to 
the Sun Belt on .non-political 
grounds. 
If the Republicans are to have 
any hope this year, they will 
have to fight the election in 
these 
“ most 
Republican” 
states, and, on the record in the 
prim aries, Reagan has much 


more appeal there than Ford 
does. 
One further factor to be 
cranked into the political cal­ 
culator. Since either Ford or 
Reagan would be an underdog 
at the beginning of the fail 
campaign, it follows that the 
Republican candidate will have 
to wage a sharp, aggressive 
campaign, carrying the attack 
to Carter on the issues 


This column by no means 
regards Carter as invincible. A 
startling 52 per cent of Carter 
supporters 
consider 
him 
a 
‘ conservative” 
candidate, 
partly 
because, 
in 
the 
prim aries, his principal op­ 
ponents were certified liberals 
like Mo Udall, Birch Bayh, and 
Fred Harris. To shake this con­ 
servative support loose from 
Carter will require a tough, 
pounding attack. Judging by 
their 
performance 
in 
the 
primaries, you have to conclude 
that Reagan would be a far 
more 
effective 
cam paigner 
against Carter than Ford. 


If Reagan is the Republican 
candidate this year, further­ 
more, we might well see a 
televised debate or series of 
debates with Carter. Should 
Reagan challenge C arter to 
debate, Carter would find it dif­ 
ficult to back down.

Isaiah sent word to the king, saying that there was no cause 
for worry, for the Lord would see to it that Sennacherib would 
receive a note asking him to return home at once, and there in 
Assyria he would be slain. 

However, Hezekiah received a threatening and blasphemous 
letter from Sennacherib. Then Hezektah went to the Temple to pray. 
And the Lord responded to the prayer by promising that the 
Assyrians would not come into Ihe city nor shoot a single arrow 
mere, for Ihe Lord would defend the city from its enemies for His 
sake and for Ihe sake of David.

When King Hezekiah heard of the Assyrian threat to Judah, he 
sent his messengers to Isaiah, asking the prophet to pray for the 
people. Isaiah sent word to the king, saying that there was no cause 
for worry, for the Lord would see to it that Sennacherib would 
receive a note asking him to return home at once, and there in 
Assyria he would be slain. 


However, Hezekiah received a threatening and blasphemous 
letter from Sennacherib. Then Hezekiah went to the Temple to pray. 
And the Lord responded to the prayer by promising that the 
Assyrians would not come into the city nor shoot a single arrow 
there, for the Lord would defend the city from its enemies for His 
sake and for the sake of David. 


"Then the angel of the Lord went forth, and smote in the camp of 
the Assyrians a hundred and fourscore and five thousand; and when 
they arose early in the morning, behold, they were all dead 
corpses. So Sennacherib king of Assyria departed, and went and 
returned, and dwelt at Nineveh. And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch his god, that Adrammelech and 
Sharezer his sons smote him with the sword, and they escaped into 
the land of Armenia: and Esarhaddon his son reigned in his stead."

\iolation of a federal wild horse 
protection law. With the copy 
was a cover letter dated May 11 
which 
the Bureau of Land 
Management said was sent to 
the logisitics director at Dug- 
way Proving Ground, an Army 
base that was the site of the fir­ 
ing. 
The warning said the firing 
would cause the horses “ to 
stand on the periphery of the 
area they have been accustomed 
to using while doing without 
food and water. If this occurs, 
animal

Officials have been trying to 
find out why the 40 horses sud­ 
denly died in the remote desert 


area of Utah where the base is 
located. Preliminary laboratory 
tests have appeared to rule out 
such natural causes as disease 
or environmental contamina­ 
tion. Fresh water was available, 
but preliminary tests on the 
carcasses indicate a lack of 
water. 
Spokesmen at Dugway and for 
the Wyoming guard unit con­ 
firmed Friday that maneuvers 
had occurred at Dugway. But 
they pointed out that the dis­ 
tances from the herd habitat 
were greater than those dis­ 
cussed in the warning, and they 
said the firing was pointed away 
from the herd. 
The two proposed firing areas 
discussed in the warning were 
two and four m iles from Orr 
Springs, the herd’s primary 
watering area. Dugway officials 
said those sites were rejected 
because of what they calk'd 
“ safety 
and 
security 
problems.” 


Ron Hall, the biologist who 
wrote the warning, could not be 
reached immediately to say 
whether the site change in­ 
volved enough distance to have 
altered his warning. The horses 
roam a wide area near Dugway. 


A BLM official said shock 
would likely have caused the 
highly sensitive wild horses to 
refuse food and water Many of 
the remaining horses are weak 
and thin and are showing what 
could he symptoms of shock, 
according to BLM officials. 


A Wyoming National Guard 
spokesman in Cheyenne and a 
Dugway spokesman confirmed 
Friday that some 500 troops en­ 
gaged in maneuvers at the 


isolated western Utah Army 
post, possibly in an area where 
the horse herd is summering. 
However, a short tim e after 
that confirmation was received, 
an assistant to the Wyoming 
Guard’s commanding general 
called back, saying the location 
of the firing was farther from 
the herd.

Luring your children to the 


backyard might be easy, but 
can you keep them there? 


Yes, 
if interesting play 


materials are provided. 


A group of Chicago women. 


all mothers, who conduct a 
project, Parent as Resource, 
have published a number of 
books on child-parent play. One. 
"Backyard Vacations," has a 
number of good ideas for cap- 
tivating the imagination of 
children in outdoor play. 


An outdoor play area can be 


as inexpensively simple as large 
boxes, old tires, bricks, a long 
board, rope and some old pots 
and pans, the book points out. 


You don't need fancy equip- 


ment unless you want it. Low 
picket fencing may confine the 
area in an attractive way but it 
isn't really necessary. 


For example, for a sandbox. 


. fill an old tire with sand and add 
pots and pans, empty milk car- 
tons, unbreakable utensils. A 
balance board may be made by 
placing a long board over it. A 
knotted climbing rope from a 
tree branch can be fun. A sxving 
using two pieces of sturdy rope 
with a tire or boarfl for a seat is 
another good idea. 


An old barrel can become a 


tunnel by opening both ends, or 
several boxes could be linked 
for a long tunnel. 


Large packing boxes are ideal 


for playhouses or "pretend 
places." 


"But parents really do not 


need to get involved much if the 
materials are safe. Sometimes 


it is a question of 
getting 


youngsters off to a good start," 
said Carolyn Haas, one of the 
PAR group. 


The little dollar book also tells 


how to conduct a backyard car- 
nival, a pet show (any animal is 
welcome) 
neighborhood toy 


fair, a scavenger hunt. It also 
provides directions for various 


- simple crafts. 


In providing a play area for 


youngsters, choose' a partially 
shaded spot, one with a big tree 
or an overhang from the house. 
For small tykes, a tub of water 
can be a lot of fun to sail boats 
(made out of little cartons) and 
for splashing.

(J. — We like fhe looks of an 


old house we have seen recently 
and are considering buying it. 
But we aren't exiwrts and don't 
quite know what to look for to be 
sure it is in reasonably good 
condition. Can you help us? 


A. — It would be impossible to 


Idl you in the space available 
the hundreds of things which 
should be inspected and how to 
go about determining the con- 
dition of them. Entire books 
have been written on this sub- 
ject and are available either in 
libraries or stores which sell 
do-it-yourself literature. 


Perhaps the wisest decision 


would be to hire one of the firms 
which specialize in making such 
inspections 
for 
prospective 


home buyers before they ac- 
tually put down any money. The 
fee is reasonable considering 
the amount of money being in- 
vested. It can run between $50 
and $200. depending on the 
thoroughness of the inspection. 


If a home seller refuses to 


permit a professional to make 
such a check, be wary. Before 
you 
enter 
into 
such 
an 


arrangement, make up your 
mind that numerous faults will 
be uncovered, since no old house 
is likely to be in perfect condi- 
tion.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Gov. William Milliken signed into law 


Friday t w bilk aimed at deterring crimes by prison inmates and 
escapees. One of the bills, effective next January, makes it a 
felony for i prisoner to assault a corrections officer by threatening 
or using violence. It also would be felonious for a prisoner to cs- 


. cape or try to escape from a hospital or other facility where he is 


.taken for treatment. 


The other bill requires that prisoners or escapees who are con- 


victed of felonies after being imprisoned begin their new sentences 
only after their current terms expire. Under existing law, it is a 
felony to assault a guard only under limited circumstances. Also, 
prisoners or escapees convicted of new felonies may serve their 


' new sentences simultaneously with their current terms. 


Millikcn also signed a kill that will appropriate $571.000 to build 


a security fence uruund the Marquette Prison Trustee Division, 
make improvements in the infirmary at the State Prison of 
Southern Michigan in Jackson, and to start building correction 
camps at various Michigan locations. 


Other bills Milliken signed Friday would:

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Gov. William Milliken signed into law 
Friday two bills aimed at deterring crimes by prison inmates and 
escapees. One of the bills, effective next January, makes it a 
felony for a prisoner to assault a corrections officer by threatening 
or using violence. It also would be felonious for a prisoner to es­ 
cape or try to escape from a hospital or other facility where he is 
taken for treatment. 
The other bill requires that prisoners or escapees w'ho are con­ 
victed of felonies after being imprisoned begin their new sentences 
only after their current terms expire. Under existing law, it is a 
felony to assault a guard only under limited circumstances. Also, 
prisoners or escapees convicted of new felonies may serve their 
new sentences simultaneously with their current terms. 


Milliken also signed a bill that will appropriate $571.000 to build 
a security fence around the Marquette Prison Trustee Division, 
make improvements in the infirmary at the State Prison of 
Southern Michigan in .Jackson, and to start building correction 
camps at various Michigan locations.

—Amend the Municipal Employes’ Retirement Act to allow re­ 
tirement at age 55 with 15 years of service. The bill also would 
change various other provisions of the act concerning retirement 
and death benefits. 
—Set a 45 mile per hour speed limit on highways where cons­ 
truction, maintenance or surveying is underway, and require 
posting of the limit.

Ford Hits Olympic Politics 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford, who says he deplores 


mixing global politics and international sports competition, bids 
an avowedly nonpolitical farewell to Montrealbound members of 
the U.S. Olympic team. Ford was Hying today to the Plattsburgh, 
N.Y.. campus of the State University of New York to meet with the 
athletes, watch some members of the track and field team work 
out and sec off the first contingents leaving for the Olympic 
Summer games in Canada. At an unannounced news conference 
Friday, Ford was asked about a dispute involving Olympic par- 
ticipation by athletes from Taiwan. "I think it is tragic." he said, 
"that international politics and foreign policy gel involved in in- 
ternational sports competition. I strongly feel that the Olympics 
are a healthy thing for the world as a whole. Competition between 
athletes from all countries ought to be stimulated rather than 
curtailed." 
Carter Takes No Chances 


NEW YORK (AP) — Jimmy Carter no longer expects the 


Democratic national convention to be the figh of his political life. 
But if it were, he'd be prepared. More than 600 Carter staff 
members and volunteers have moved into the Americana hotel in 
midtown Manhattan and set up a headquarters for next week's 
convention. The Carter organization might be more suited for a 
presidential contender expecting to sweat over every delegate and 
every state delegation. Carter had the nomination locked up weeks 
ago and really only has to worry about his choice of a vice 
presidential running mate. 


Informant Testimony Upheld 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The testimony of a police informer 


who is a drug addict can be the sole basis for a jury conviction, and 
the jury need not be told to take the informer's words with caution, 
the Michigan Supreme Court said has ruled. The court ruled in the 
case of Clarence Atkins, who was convicted of the 1971 sale of 
heroin in Kalamazoo, based on the testimony of Edward Nero; an 
informer for the Kalamazoo police. The court said, "Un- 
corroborated testimony of an addict-informer is sufficicnl as a 
matter of law to make an issue for the jury of the defendent's guilt 
and the jury may convict on that testimony alone." The prosecutor 
using an informer as a witness is not obligated to disclose that he 
plans to grant immunity or a lesser charge to the informant in 
return for his testimony, the court also said. In the Atkins case, it 
said, the jury was aware of what may have motivated Nero to 
testify. In addition, the court said the failure of the judge to ins- 
truct the jury to receive the addict-informer's words with caution 
and care was not serious enough lo force a reversal of the decision. 


Big Lake Ferry Study 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A task force studying ways to improve 


cross-Lake Michigan ferry service will hold its first meeting 
Tuesday in Milwaukee. The task force was instructed by Michigan 
Gov. William Milliken and Wisconsin Gov. Patrick Lucy to develop 
a plan for ways to improve cross-lake rail car, auto and passenger 
services by January 1977. The three ferry services are the Ann 
Arbor Railroad's crossing from Frankfort, Mich., to Kewaunee, 
Wis.; the C&O Railroad' crossings from Ludington to Milwaukee 
and Manitowoc; and the Grand Trunk Railroad's crossing from 
Muskegon to Milwaukee. The two states now subsidize the Ann 
Arbor Railroad ferry as part of state rail service continuation 
brought about by federal consolidation of bankrupt railroads in the 
Northeast. Abandonment proceedings for the ferry service of the 
two other lines are pending before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

Independent Party fictions wants a federal court lo rate that both 
groups can'get their candidates on November's ballot. A suit filed 
early this month in I).

P'ord was flying t(xlay to the Plattsburgh, 
N.Y., campus of the State University of New York to met't with the 
athlete's, watch some membi-rs of the track and field team work 
out and sw off the first contingents leaving for the Olympic 
Summer ganws in Canada. At an unannounced news c-onference 
Friday, Ford was ask(Kl alxtut a dispute involving Olympic par- 
ticiiwtion by athlete's from Taiwan. “ I think it is tragic,” he said, 
‘‘that international i>olitic*s and foreign policy get involviKl in in­ 
ternational sjK»rts comix'tition. I strongly feel that the Olympics 
art' a healthy thing for the* world as a whole. Comjx'tition betwi't'n 
athletes from all c*ountries ought to Ix' stim ulated rather than 
curtailetl.” 


Carter Takes No Chances 


NEW YORK (AP) — Jim m y Carter no longer expects the 
IX'nMxratic national convention to bt' the figh of his pohtical hfe. 
But if it were, he'd Ix' prepared. More than 600 Carter staff 
iiK'mlx'rs and volunteers have moved into the Americana hotel in 
midtown Manhattan and set up a headquarters for next wet'k’s 
convention.

(AP) — The testimony of a police informer 
who IS a drug addict can bt' the sole basis for a jury conviction, and 
the jury n m l not be told to take the informer's words with caution, 
the Michigan Supreme Court said has ruled. The court ruU'd in the 
case of ('larence Atkins, who was convicti'd of the 1971 sale of 
luToin in Kiilamaz(K>, bastnl on the testimony of Edward Nero, an 
informer for the Kalamazoo police. The court said, “ Un- 
corrolx)ratt'd testimony of an addict-informer is sufficient as a 
mattt'r of law to make an Lssue for the jury of the defendent’s guilt 
iind the jury may convict on that testimony alone.” The proswutor 
using an informer as a witness is not obligate<l to disclose that he 
plans to grant immunity or a U'sser charge to the informant in 
return for his testimony, the court also said. In the Atkins case, it 
said, the ,]ury was aware of what may have motivated Nero to 
t(‘stify. In addition, the court said the failure of the judge to ins- 
tnict tht' jury to ri'ceive the addict-informer’s words with caution 
and care was not serious enough to force a reversal of the decision.

Red Sox in 1933, died in. his 
sleep at New England Baptist 
Hospital Friday after a lengthy 
battle with leukemia. He was 73.

cents when he bought a box of 
artifacts at an auction. 


Martin says he has a bow and 


arrow that dates from about the 
year 1200. He 'bought 
a 


tomahawk, said to belong to 
Chief Pontiac. at a "Pow-wow" 
in Wisconsin for §50. 


He has no papers to prove the 


authenticity of any of these 
items, he says, but he trusts the 
people who have given them to 
him. 


Dominating his backyard is 


an 18-foot-hlgh teepee.'It's 26 
feet high if you count the tent 
poles, and 54 feet in cir- 
cumference. 


"This is our house when we go 


camping," Martin says. A black 
bear is painted on the canvas 
door.to protect it during the day, 
he says. An owl protects at 
night. 


His collection includes a 


necklace made of more than 200 
human teeth, a bear claw 
necklace with a Jesuit cross at 
the base, a gun stock tomahawk, 
a cradle board, a snapping 
turtle rattle and many silver 
beavers, used by,Indians as a 
medium of exchange. 


Martin would like to add a 


lacross stick to his collection 
and more old beadwork. His 
wife, Barbara, says she wants 
more room to put his collection 
in. 


"I didn't have the faintest 


idea what I was getting into," 
she says.

Teamsters union attorneys were 
barred Friday from represent­ 
ing four clients who government 
investigators say can help them 
find out what happened to ex­ 
union boss .James R. Hoffa. 
A federal judge found William 
E. Bufalino and his son, William 
II, in conflict of interest because 
they represent 16 other clients 
in the Hoffa case, including four 
men whom the government is 
trying to link to the Hoffa 
disappearance. 
U.S. District Judge Ralph M. 
Freeman said the Bufalinos 
may no longer represent three 
men and a woman from Team­ 
sters Local 560 in Union City, 
N.J. The four have been sub­ 
poenaed to testify in the Hoffa 
grand jury probe. 
The government says it wants 
the four to testify on the 
whereabouts last July 30 of 
Anthony “ Tony Pro” Proven­ 
zano, 
Salvatore 
Briguglio. 
Gabriel Briguglio and Thomas 
Andretta. All are represented 
by the Bufalinos. 


Provenzano is one of the men 
Hoffa believed he was on his 
way to meet July 30 when he 
vanished. The government says 
Ihe Briguglio brothers and 
Thomas Andretta have been 
named by an informant as the 
men who abducted Hoffa and 
presumably killed him. 
Another Hoffa case witness, 
Stephen Andretta, has provided 
an 
alibi 
for 
his 
brother, 
Thomas, as well as for Proven­ 
zano and the Briguglio brothers. 
He says all four were at Local 
560 playing cards the day Hoffa 
vanished. 
Karen Schnable, a local 560 
secretary, 
md 
Local 
560 
business agents Paul Ciampi 
and Armand Castellito were 
granted 
immunity 
from 
prosecution in exchange for 
their testimony. The fourth 
person subpoenaed to testify is 
Frederick Furino, a member of 
Local 560. 


The Bufalinos emphasized the 
court order wuuld not prohibit 
their representing 16 other 
clients who have appeared 
l>efore the Hoffa grand jury. 
The elder Bufalino said he 
would appeal Freeman’s ruling 
immediately to the Sixth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
“ I think it is bad when a judge 
picks the attorney in a case,” 
said S. Allen Early, a prominent 
criminal attorney who aided the 
Bufalinos in the court fight. 


The elder Bufalino is the 
president of a Teamsters local 
m Detroit and a long-time Hoffa 
confidante who represented the 
union boss in several cases. 
“ William Bufalino Sr. and 
William Bufalino II have been 
retained by Anthony Proven­ 
zano. as well as other sub­ 
poenaed witnesses who have 
appeared before the grand jury 
and who are the subject of its 
investigation,” said the judge. 
“ By their representation of 
the four prospective witnesses, 
they may learn that their tes­ 
timony will be detrimental to 
the interests of the other wit­ 
nesses they have represented.”

It is true that the rise in price 


to maturity is pretty well 
irony-free. It is also true that 
that appreciation is (as of now) 
taxable only at long-term capi- 
tal gains rates, which are cer- 
tainly much more favorable 
than current income taxes. ' 


But you should realize that the 


40 per cent appreciation — or 
whatever the individual bond 
rise works out to — Is really a 
form of deferred interest.

Discount Bond Gain 
Is Deferred Interest

Q. I’ve had it with the ups and 
downs of the stock market. At 50 
I’ve decided to pat money into 
good quality corporate bonds 
now selling at a discount. I've 
figured out I can make 40 per 
cent gain on my money by the 
time I retire (taxable at only 
capital gains rates, too) and 
forget about the fluctuations in 
the stock market. 


A. I am not going to bring you 
up on charges. There is nothing 
wrong 
with 
quality 
bonds 
selling at a discount — so long 
as you realize w hat you are do­ 
ing. 


It is true that the rise in price 
to maturity is pretty well 
worry-free. It is also true that 
that appreciation is (as of now) 
taxable only at long-term capi­ 
tal gains rates, which arc cer­ 
tainly much more favorable 
than current income taxes. 


But you should realize that the 
40 per cent appreciation — or 
whatever the individual bond 
rise works out to — is really a 
form 
of 
deferred 
interest. 
Whether the total reward is 
belter than it would be in a S70 
stock rising to S98 (up 40 per 
cent) can be determined only by 
the current dividend payout of 
the stock vs. the current interest 
rate of the bond. 


There is no way to rule on 
your proposal vs. the stock 
market because we can assume 
a triple A bond selling at 70 w ill 
pay out at par (about 40 per cent 
higher) at maturity. But we 
have no way of knowing what a 
$70 stock will do over the next 10 
or 15 years. All I’m trying to get 
across here is that the 40 per 
cent rise, though pretty well as­ 
sured, remains only a market 
gain purchased by deferring 
current interest income. 


From there on, it’s fine with 
me.

Q. Is E bond interest com­ 
pounded? 


A. Yes. 


+ + + 


Q. I hold small to substantial 
blocks of A.T. & T„ Common­ 
wealth Edison, Dow Chemical, 
Exxon, IBM, Ford. How much 
will I receive in dividends every 


year? I have just inherited most 
of these. Should I convert to 
AAA bonds? 


A. Whoever left you these 
shares had an eye for quality. 
They are top drawer. 


Such wealth carries with it 
various responsibilities, and one 
is that you learn to keep records 
and to figure yields. 


All these issues are traded 
daily 
on 
the 
N.Y. 
Stock 
Exchange. All are carried in 
most newspaper listings, which 
also give their dividends. I think 
you should spend a little time 
learning what you have. 


Take A.T. & T.: You will find 
it listed — with the figure 3.80 
under the dividend heading. So, 
holding 296 shares, you multiply 
that by $3.80 and gel $1,124.80, 
which is the annual income 
from the 296 shares. What is the 
yield? $3.80 divided by the 
current market price, call it 55, 
works out to 6.9 per cent. 


IBM: The dividend is $7. You 
have 17 shares, so you will 
receive 7 x 17 or $119 a year. The 
price of the stock (as this is 
written): about $270 a share. So 
the yield is $7 divided by $270 or 
2.59 per cent. Yields change 
daily with the change-in the 
market price (the divisor in our 
examples). But you will find 
that over the years certain 
growth stocks, such as IBM, 
yield far less than some of the 
utilities. 


Should you switch to bonds? 
Only if you are dependent upon 
this portfolio for more income. 
Obviously, the $4,600 now in 
IBM will provide more current 
income if invested in 9 per cent 
utility preferreds than it does in 
2.59 per cent common stock. But 
if you want growth, that money 
should stay where it is.

DEARBORN. Mich (A P) - 
Ford Motor Co. will restore a 
second shift at its Norfolk, Va., 
light truck assembly plant this 
fall, and begin multi-million 
dollar modernization programs 
there and in Dearborn, company 
officials announced Friday. 


The second shift at Norfolk, to 
start Oct. 4, will result in the 
call-back of 230 laidoff employes 
and hiring of 670 new employes, 
said William O. Bourke, execu­ 
tive vice president. 


The second shift was sus­ 
pended, and 550 hourly workers 
were placed on indefinite layoff 
in April 1974. when the industry 
was in a severe sales slump. 


Truck sales this year have 
been running at a record clip. 


Pickup truck production at 
the plant will be doubled. 
Bourke said, and the facility 
will undergo large-scale moder­ 
nization. 


The 
other 
improvement 
project will be at the huge 
Rouge industrial complex in 
Deari>orn. Some of the buildings 
there date to 1918. 


Much of the project will in­ 
volve improvements to working 
areas. Major emphasis will be 
on interior work, including 
remodeling employe areas, and 
improved ventilation and light­ 
ing. Bourke said. 


In addition, several buildings 
will get new facades, roads and 
grounds will be improved and 
some unused buildings will be 
demolished. 


The Rouge project will begin 
very soon. Bourke said, and is 
expected to be completed within 
two years.

GEORGE WALLACE 


On the U.K.: I'm not a strong supporter 
of the United Nations because it's turned 
out to be nothing but a forum for anti- 
American propaganda. But I wouldn't go 
so far as to say we need a new interna- 
tional organization. I don't think any 
world organization is ever, going lo work. 
The League of Nations failed and so has 
the U.N. The only way to guarantee 
world peace is for the free nations to 
remain militarily superior. 
On the CIA: We need an effective foreign 
intelligence unit. The'Soviet Union has 
one. They operate theirs in America 
right under our noses. But you never bear 
anything about it because they don't have 
Congressional investigating committees 
telling all their secrets to the rest of the 
world. 
• 


On Crime: Strict and sure enforcement 
and punishment would stop crime, or at 
least slow it down, so that within a period 
of four or five years it would be safe 
to walk in city streets again. If we have 
to build bigger penitentiaries, hire more 
prison guards, that's fine. We've tried 
everything under the sun: abolishing 
capital punishment, giving lighter senten- 
ces and'quick probation, even building 
''hotels" for the prisoners, which they 
•then bum down. And crime just goes up 
and up. Let's get back to sure and swift 
punishment and see what that will do. 
As President, I would strongly advocate 
that we return to capital punishment, and 
I would appoint judges who are strict 
Constitutionalists to help me restore the 
death penalty. 
On Medical Care: I don't want to see 
the medical profession taken over by the 
Government, as has happened in Eng- 
land. Socialized" medicine is not the 
. answer. What we need is to train more 
. doctors and to create an insurance pro- 


gram covering catastrophic illnesses 
which would become available to every 
American citizen. I want to see medicine 
work in conjunction with the free enter- 
prise system. 
On the Economy: To fight inflation 
we've got to stop overspending on mat- 
ters that bring no return, such as welfare 
rip-offs. which take place to the tune of 
several billion dollars a year; our over- 
grown and costly bureaucracy; and 
foreign aid to countries which are our 
enemies. In order to enhance consumer

confidence, which would in turn promote 
additional spending and additional em- 
-ployment, the tax system must be over- 
hauled to give relief to the great middle 
class. 
On Busing: Even the person responsible 
for busing, Professor James Coleman, 
has abandoned busing. He says busing is 
counterproductive. Why not let people 
alone? I believe in quality education, 
equality of opportunity and freedom of 
choice. Allow the parent or guardian of 
a child to choose that child's school. If 
that school is outside their neighborhood/ 
provide busing if necessary, since then 
it's a'voluntary program. But what we 
really need to do is let some things in 
life operate naturally. Provide our chil- 
dren with good schools, good teachers 
and good equipment, and .quit trying to 
artificially bring about percentages and 
quotas. The alternative to tiusing is good 
education for every child. I think both 
the black parent and the while parent 
would rather the Government spend its 
time trying to solve inflation and unem- , 
ployment than getting involved in all this 
social experimentation.

EUGENE MCCARTHY 


On the Economy: The real cause of 
inflation lies in our mythical belief that 
the economy should continue to grow at 
a rapid pace. We also mistakenly count 
as productive those things which are in 
fact wasteful, like automobiles. We'd 
save $80 billion a year if we had smaller, 
more efficient cars. Right now, the indi- 
vidual pays 51,500 a year to own a car,, 
and society pays another SI,500 indi- 
rectly for highway construction and 
pollution programs. The things that in- 
crease the Gross National Product are 
wasteful to human .life. Automobile ac- 
cidents, for example. In a perverted way, 
auto accidents help the economy because 
manpower is needed to help the victims- 
ambulances, police, wrecking crews, in- 
surance adjusters, lawyers. And, if the 
accident is bad enough, one or two new 
cars must be purchased. That's what we 
call growth in our present economics.' 


On the Vtoe Presidency: Personally, 
I'd like to do away with the office alto. 
gelher. The Vice President has no real 
function. But, perhaps if a candidate 
picked a running mate that he was in 
agreement with on major issues and 
purposes, rather than some mediocre but 
agreeable character from a different 
region of the country, then the office of 
Vice President could be made useful. 
On Busing: The public debated the Civil 
Rights issue from 1948 to 1964, when 
the bill was finally signed. The busing 
issue is no less controversial and will take 
just as long to settle. We know busing 
can't be voluntary. We have no evidence 
that integrated schools will integrate so- 
ciety. You can't impose integration dur- 
ing school hours and then at four o'clock 
have the children return to their very 
different neighborhoods and imagine 
that those differences don't matter. There 
has been entirely too great a burden im- 
posed on public education since it began: 
first, schools were meant to eliminate 
religious intolerance: then, to equalize 
differences between the rich and the 
poor; and now, they're supposed to take 
care of racism. Without a strong religious 
base, we have begun to rely more and 
more on schools to alleviate and equalize 
national problems. Maybe we should 
consider building smaller schools in 
neighborhoods as an alternative in areas 
where busing has proved an unsohrable 
situation. 
On Military Spending: Former Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert McNamara, who 
served during the Kennedy 'Administra- 
tion, said that we must be prepared for 
"two and a half kinds of war. While his 
opinion didn't cause too many reverber- 
ations back in the early 60's, it does in 
today's nuclear age. What we're doing is 
preparing to fight World War H all over 
again, and it's just never going to happen 
again. We are prepared to fight on three 


- levels: nuclear, conventional and guer- 


rilla (which is the "half"?. We're over- 
prepared to fight' with nuclear power. 
The conventional warfare we continue to 
improve upon so as to make each new 
bomber outmoded by the time it makes 
its first test-run is an outrageous military 
expenditure. We should be downgrading 
these planes at this point. 
On Welfare: 1 don't understand why 
there is so much opposition to the idea 
of national welfare. Social Security is a 
national program, as is Medicare and the 
Wage and Hour Act. These programs 
work, and so could a nationalized welfare 


• system. We must have it if we are to 
" relieve the major urban areas that ate 


now supporting most of the welfare re- 
cipients. Why should a special burden 
fall on New York and Detroit to support 
masses of minority groups on welfare?

We've let 
welfare grow by leaps and 
bounds to the point where peo- 
ple are leaving one state for an- 
other for the sole purpose "of 
getting on welfare. We've got 
to make our welfare system 
more equitable across the coun- 
try so we don't badly dislocate 
our population and force poor, 
rural people to move to urban 
areas where they will feel un- 
suited to live. 
On the Third World: I think we 
have neglected these nations, 
perhaps the entire South Ameri- 
can continent. While I don't feel 
we should be involved in deter- 
mining what- form of govern- 
ment these nations should have. 
I would say that if the Soviet 
Union is involved in helping a 
particular Third World country 
change its form of government, 
then I think .there's nothing 
wrong with the U.S. giving cov- 
ert aid to pro-Western forces in 
that country. I'd like to see 
democratic processes prevail all 
over the'globe, but we all knoiy 
that certain peoples aren't as 
concerned about what kind of 
government they have as Amer- 
icans are.

'wifh existing technology, at bast 54 biidh barrels of oa could be recovered from 
the huge shale tarnations in Colorado. Utah and Wyoming. That's more than our 
country's known recoverable reserves from conventional drillinQ and equal to halt 
the oil in Saudi Arabia, the country with the world's largest reserves. . 


Trout* to, shale continues to pose serious environmental and economic prob- 
. lams that have yet to be fully solved. The brown or grey sedimentary rock contains 
about a quarter as much energy as coal and will yield its oil only if heated to 
extremely high temperatures. To tap its full oil content, the rock must be pul- 
verized. So to get 25 to 30 gallons of oil, you have to crush and heat a ton of shale. 


'What remains after heating and crushing the shale is a dusty residue. And it's 


about 30 percent greater in volume than the compact shale rock you started with 
Because there's so much of it, the spent shale cant simply be pushed back into 
the mine cavity. Tidy disposal would require minions of gallons of waterto cool and 
wet down the residue from a commercial-size shale operation—a serious problem 
in the arid WestA possible solution: process the rock within the mine, leaving the 
spentshate underground. But there's technology still to be wotted out on this. 


A commercial-size plant to process 100,000 barrels a day ofshale oil would 


cost up to S2 billion. With that price of admission, companies cant risk building 
such plants until there's a good prospect of shale by competing successfully with 
conventional oil. •-,;

cowboys. Like the cowboy, he seems 
a romantic, larger-than-life, self- 


contained loner left over from a bolder, freer 
time. Blessed with a craggy, mellow, heartbreak- 
ing voice* Jennings is not only a singer, of high 
acclaim and cultural border-crossing popularity 
—he is also something of a symbol of raan-against- 
machine in his relationship with country mu- 
sic's power brokers in Nashville. He rubbed the 
Music City establishment the wrong way for 10 
years or so . . . and finally some of its labels 
came off, and the old machinery started to crank 
itself around. Today the so-called "progressive 
country" movement headed by Jennings and his 
friend and fellow Texan, Willie Nelson, is clearly 
where the excitement is, and not merely for 
hard-core country music aficionados. As Jen- 
nings says, "It isn't a Jtype of musjc but an indi- 


- vidual's music, or an individual music." The 


media have dubbed him and a small number of 
free spirits associated with him "The Outlaws." 
The Outlaws include Jennings's wife of six 
years, Jessi Colter, similarly intense and emo- 
tionally straightforward, similarly uncategoriz- 
able and-with the hit'TmNot Lisa" behind her 
—similarly famous. 


Cowboys (and outlaws, if one believes those 


are two different things) are believed to be strong 
of will and stubborn; but they are also suspected 
of bein|— well, old-fashioned. Waylon Jennings, 
at home with singer-songwriter Jessi, seems to 
have a broad, easy streak of gentleness. He nods 
that, yes, you could call Jessi a liberated woman 
and says, "To rob a woman of her personality 
or her being an individual, that's like killing her. 
. . . I try not to get too involved with Jessi's 
records, even though I help produce them. I try 
to stay out of it and let it go its own direction, 
to a point, and then I can help bring together 
what she and the musicians have got. If I go in 
and start arranging, it'll have my footprints all 
over it, and I don't want that". 


"And in my priorities," Jessi says, "Waylon— 
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perhaps because he's the kind of man be 
is-comes first. I mean it doesn't matter 
what he'd ask me to do. I trust his logic. 
It's my nature to consider him first. It 
comes very naturally, very easily. As a 
result, he's, usually thinking for me be- 
cause he knows I'm always thinking of 
him first"
